have bei'n connnencetl and toilay t.lie 
ballast will be taken <nit. The storm oV 
Sunday blew lie.-ivily from the southeast 
at first, and as the ship is sheltered froui 
the wind bli>wing from that <iuarter no 
dauia.ge was caused. Later when the 
wind veered to tho .southwest, the tide 
had fallen so much Ihtit tJic seas did not 
break lietivil.v on the stranded i.sliip, and 
no daina.ge resiilti'd. The .la]iauese cook 
of the Santa C'lara died on Sunday, and 
his rouiaius were broii.glit to the cit.v 
yesterday by the tug Mamie, which is 
beiug used by the salvage crew. The 
funeral will lake pJace today. 

During the storm of Sunday n sloou 
was wrecked near the Sauta Clara. T. 
C'arleseii, the Swt-de, a.crainst whom 
(diarges <if selling wliiske.v to Indians on 
the West ('oast have been jnado, is said 
to have returned from the island coast 
on Saturday, and a suspic-ion was eu- 
lerlained that it was his sloop that was 
wrecked, but this fact lias not been 
lirovcu. nor the sloop ideutified. Tin- 
occiiiiant of the wrecked slooji was a 
Swede, but it is not known whether he 
is the man for whom the jiolice tire look- 
ing. The Swede wau bound to Port 
Tiiwnsond iu his veiisel, wJiiilt is a lisli- 
ing boat about IS or 20 feet long, and 
was sailing on tbo weather side of Trial 
i^!land when tho storm arose.

Seeing 
him iu danger some sailors gave him a 
tine, and he went on board tlie ship. lie 
Jiad a truuk in the sloop and thi' sailors 
asked liini to send that ui> on the .Santa 
Clara, but tJie man refused, and whil.' 
he stood on the ship in conversation in 
this regard. :i wave swept the sloop iiji 
against the ship, swamped her and the 
trunk was thrown overboard. It brol.e 
ojien iind a ntinibetr of small boxes fell 
out. As the trunk was .swept over- 
board the vesctied tnnn .«ii.id. "Well. I 
guess I don't jro to Port Townsend." Tin- 
sloop was wrecked.

As there has recently ibceii Home dis- 
cussion iiti Lo the most effective method 
lit' (lealin;; witli the .\loIl^'olinIl inimigrii- 
tion problem, it will be iiistruetivo to 
Odoiiist readers to -iicrnso tlio represen- 
tations made to t.lie Iioininion Kovern- 
nicut ill ihi.s niattcx by the I'rovinciiil 
trovcriiment. 'I'hese are contained iu a 
letter from 'Premier Duiismuir to Sir 
Wilfrid I..;uirier, dated N'ictoria, Octolier 
!), "'.MM), and are f(dlo\vs: 

"In the first place, you will have ob- 
served by the various e.\i)ressioiis of 
oidniou, and, particularly from tlu> atti- 
tude of the l.c^'islative iA.sseml)ly, tliat 
there is a strmiK and growing f^eeliiiK 
reKardinj; the iminiBrntiou ot iMonKoliniis. 
In the opinion of tlio goverinnent tiic 
.time has fully arrived wlieu «ouie de- 
cisive stops should be taken iby tlie »u- 
I thorities, having complete ami cITective 
I .iurisdictiou to permanently end tlioKtate 
of affairs complained of. 

'•The iiuesticm is not without its dilll- 
<aillies, I admit: but tlie continued uu- 
ri'stricteil iiiiiiiiiiratinn of Chinese and 
.ra]>aucsi> cannot but result in the a;;i- 
tation now on foot hein;; persisted in and 
Krowin,;,' into undesirable prominence. 
I'^roui the repr<'seiitalioiis made by the 
,Tapaiiive Consul to lliis goverinnent, it 
Aviiuld aiipear that His Imperial 'Ma- 
jesty's ^'overnnieiit Juts decided to imi- 
htbit tli£ emigration of Japanese, or 
rather to greatly restrict it. It depends, 
of course, on how far tlie proposed re- 
striction ^'oes, as to whether it will be 
satisfac'tory or not. It may .a]i]iear tn 
you unreasonable that the ptMiple of IJril- 
ish C.dnmliin sluiuld desii-e to liiiiit the 
privileu'e-; of a nation wliii'li has f)-ieiiilly 
tn'aty relalious with <!rc:il Itritaiii; but 
tlieri' are local cousideratioiis as well as 
Imperial intei'ests which iiiiist be l;il;en 
into account. Owini: to tlw ^;eoL.'raiibi<'al 
relatiiiii ol' lirilisli Celninbia to tli" cnii- 
tincnt of Asi.a, this I'roviuce is the l.ainl- 
ini; jdace for Oriental liiimi.i.'ra t iiui to the 
I'aidlic t>)ast, and coiiseiinently the ciuu- 
pctition to which the laboriug classes 
lioro aro exposed is keenly f.elt, in a 
way that cannot he appreciated in other 
parts of Onnadn. This applies to Jap- 
anese and Chineste alUcc. 

"I am not at all clear afi to whether 
the powers of the I'rovinco can cnnsti- 
tiitioiially be applied to effect a remedy, 
init durinir the recent session of the le«-- 
islatiiro several earnest efforts wore 
made to encompass tlie ends in -N-icw— 
with what success will appear when the 
l(>.;xisl:i tion comes before your ^'ocern- 
ment for review. Wliat I feel iiarticu- 
larly is this, that an unqiK'st iiuiable 
Teinedy lies with the Dominion authori- 
ties, and haviiitr promised the House 
that we would use our iitiiinst iullnence 
■witli your government, and thrnuL'li the 
Dominion government with the Iijiiierial 
authorities, to hring about a setllemeiit, 
I cannot too strongly nrce upon voiir 
attention the great dcsirahility of deal- 
ing effectively vrith our representations. 
The theory upon which the rights of otli- 
er nations are based is nndouhtedlv a 
strnn;: arL'nniciil a-aiiist enacting the re- 
strictive measures which wo are so de- 
sirous of seeim: luiforced; but it is a 
I'Ondition, not a theory, with which we 
hav,e to contend. Other lhiin;s beini.' 
equal we enuld not coiuplaiu. If thi" 
Iieople iii-'tiinst vvluun we desire a mea- 
sure of prolei-tinii ^vcre, in their staml- 
ard of liviiiu', i>ii w |cir with our own. 
tli(> coiuiietitiou of .Tapaiii'se and Chinese 
would be a leiritimale one; lnil I need 
not p(dnt out to ycHi what h.as been con- 
tended so often and with so luucii I'nr.e 
aL'ainsI an iudiscriiniii.-itc ami unri .-t rif l- 
ed iuiiiii«ration of ;.Mnni;(dians, that, 

witl t lowering the general standard of 

living necoa.sary to meet the <lecroapp 
in wages, it is not possihle for white 
la'bor to exist iu the face of a system 
that has ;.'rown up under coiiditicuis en- 
tirely forei;,'!! to .\ n^'lo-Saxon couiuiuiii- 
tiis, ivholly iii.ipiiliraMe in this cipun- 
Iry, and out of harinnny wilii our in- 
siilulinus. I niii not. prepared to cay 
thai there is not at the present tiir.e. 
■iml that probably for a little tiiue to, 
com(> ihere will not iio. some avocatieus ! 
in -i^ liii'li Ohinese and .lap.aiiese may In; | 
ciuplov^d with actual bclielit (e, t' 
whole coinumnity. I l)olic\-f> there .-ire. 
'I'liesi', hinvi'ver, .are llluiied. and even 
re-|ieeiin- tliese it is desirable lo ihan^'C 
tlic (■■ondilions as .<;non .-is jiossilile. 
iutrodiictiou of taaehinery will in time, 
ill all proluibility. afford v.My lar-'cly a 
snbslitute for such labor, an I, iu :iny 
ev.ent. if the einploymeut (d' MoiiL'oli.ms 
in a limited way may be justilied, it 
certaiidy is A-orv undesirnhln that any in- 
crease in the demand for their .se^vl^es 
should take place, or that their emtil ly- 
ment should not be reduced to an abso- 
lute minimunt. 

"A L'ood ileal has been said niliout piib- 
lii ■Jcnliment being educated to di.«eoiir- 
atte the eniplovment of .Montrolinn lab e 
wherever possible, and ^vliile that m.iy j 
be eominendable in itself, it will fail 'u 1 
practice to meet the ease: becaus,. in j 
large Industries, more particularly. IIh'I 
temptation to i-iblain the clieaiie-t fnr'n 
of labor, and to utilize il whenever aid 
wlierever avail.ilile, , v,-\\\ u ndnu 1 ,t e,ll y 

"In my opini-Mi. Uie only ';aii<f-i'-iovy 

llie incre.a'^' of |!ic per caiiita t;i\ in 
sneli a mea-;nre .-is to surely limit the 

n ber of iinmi;.'rant-;, and by eniirt- 

ment of leL'isbilion, yiniibir to llie Natal 
.■let. lo i^eirulalc llieir employnieiit i\hili' 
ill the corintry. It is true that the 1 )n- 
niinion irovernment has increased the 
\»-Y capita tax from ,?r>0 to .?100 per head, 
but. as yon wiH have already nsepr- 
taiiieil. the couccnsns of opinion, so far 
;is this I'rovinc(> is concerned, is that it 
'fails to meet the reiiuii-ements. Senti- 
ment I liroui;-hoiif British robiiiibia is ab- 
.solulely luiposi'd |o any t eni porizi "g '.vif}! 
the iiueslioii. The iipposilioii of lh<' Ttii- 
peri.al authorities must nut be allowed 
to stand ill the way of the interests of 
this, an inlegral and most loyal part of 
the dOiiipirc. and if siilllcieiit viunedies 
hiivi" bei'u permit ted tn be ex( -ciscd in 
nthiu- colonies, they, caiinid: consistenllv 
be refused lo Cauaibi. our case nieiiiL' all 
the «li •ongcT from the fact that by our 
direct geographical relation Mfi a high- 
way of trallie tn the Orhuit are inii- 
ticiilarly exposed to -the evils of such 
immigration. 

"Wo lool? to the dominion to afford ns 
relief, and while T am aiisoliitely opposed 
to an iineonstitiition.nl exercLse of ircmodics 
by till' Province, by the very nature of 
thing's, if they are denied to us hy the 
liroiier ;iulhnritics, we shall have a cnn- 
liniianco of nnilesir.Thle and hasty and 
ill-advit^eil legislalinii. Tt will, finlhrr- 
more. create an irritalioii prejudicial to 
the harmony which liilherto has nlwavs 
characterised our relations with tlie 
Dominion, and -whicli is so neceSsary in 
giving full effect to thie objects of Con- 
ifodcration. 

"I am sending ns an appendix tn this 
letter copies of the rosolutions which 
have been jiaf^scd during the recent ses- 
sion of the legislature, together with 
copies of the acts relating td-imniigra- 
tion and the regulation flf labor. T also 
append a list of tlio resolutions and lef- 
eronCe's ■which appear in our journals and 
sessional papers sinco Confederation, 
from whioli you Tvill eeo that it has al- 
ways been a live (laestion in the minds 
of the people, and that as time iia.s gniie 
nn the expressions of public aontinioiit 
liave bocomo more pronounced and fro- 
qneiit. This government desires to Kce 
the uncRtiou tinally and satisfactorily 
dispo.scd of, and I can see no raason why 
it idionld not be takiui hold of now as 
well lis at some future time. 

"If the government of .Tapan intends 
to adhere |n llio pnliey it has anno'.inced, 
it will possiilily dispose of the niatt(>r as 
Xar aa Japuucau arc cuucoi'ucd, but .wo 



want- some delinito assurance on that 
point. 1 am aw;u-e that the dillicuities 
with respect to the .Taiiauese are greater 
than with respect to the Chinese, on ac- 
count of the difference in the status of 
the two nations; but the conditions of 
competition being ideutical. jthe problem, 
so far as wo are concerueu,' i& th'e.eaine 
in both cases. 

"While on this subject J wish to call 
your attention to the fra'uds which have 
ibeeu perpetrated in connection with tin? 
naturalization of Japanese. This would 
seem to sii-.i,'est fioine necessary iuiiend- 
nients to the Xaturalizatioii act in order 
to prevent the recurrence of such abuses 
iu the future. Tim evasions of the act 
which have taken place are of the most 
scandulous nature, and I have no Mniilil 
that, after the subject lias .been thor- 
oughl.v investi.i;ated, you will have fur- 
ther rein-ctientatiiuis from the Honorable 
tile lAttorney-General. 

"In this connection, also, I desire, on 
behalf of the governineiit, 'to bring agaii. 
to the attention ot your govcrnnient the 
apportionment of the revenues arising 
out of the •operation of the Chinese Im-, 
ndgration net. While only one-iiuarter 
of the revenue so derived is returned to 
the I'rovincial Treasury, practically this 
Province has to suffer the whole of the 
evils arising from Kiich immigration. 
What we llic.g to prupuse, and believe to 
lie our right, is that the iiione.v remaining 
over after the expenses of adiiiiuistcring 
the act .".re met should be paid to this 
government. Tlie right of the I'rovinco 
to the pre.sent apportionment is, I under- 
stand, iiased upon the m-aterinl effects of 
Ohiuese immigration in tho Province, 
and iri reu'arded as a couiiiensation for 
resultant local evils. If the principle of 
any a|ipoii iiinmiuit at all is a ri^'ht and 
just one, then the claims of the Provinco 
to till' wliiile of llie revenue is equally 
obvious. 1 tliiiik thai is so clear as not 
to admit of aru'umi'iit. The numbers of 
Chinese who liud their way to lOastiuui 
Canada are small, ami the effect on the 
ia'bor market, in consideration of the 
larueuivs of the total poimlalioii, is. in 
the ii;:t.'regale, so insiu'iiilieaut as not In 
'be apprecialile. On the titlier liaiid, our 
poimlatiou is so coiupiu-ativoly limited 
that any Influx of Ohinesc is ifelt in a 
corresimudingly increased ratio." 

It will he noted that the Premier plac- 
ed the (luestion before the Ottawa aii- 
tliorities in the slnuij-'est possible ruiiu- 
iier. with a Ihiirouudi a|iiireciatioii of the 
iieeiKsity of dealing' -witli the pridileui 
)iromplly and effectively. .'-Since the writ- 
ing' <ir this Icttei-, the Dominion head 
tax of .'^1(10 lias come into operation, 
-vvithou; .any appreciable result in staying 
the inconiing of Cliines\ The "Iti C. 
liiimif-'mtinn .\ct. IIKKI." lu-ovidiii;,' an 
educniional test after the manner of llie 
Xatal net. was ri;,'ii||.v enforced until its 
disallowance, for Imperial rcason.s, Iiy 
the Ottawa poverumeiit. Th" Dominion 
cDininissinn of enquiry into the Oriental 
I.iibor (luestion. which held siltiiien 
throiiirhont the Province last spriufr will 
in-obaldy have handed in its re|inrt be- 
fore lb." assenibliu;; ef parliament, and 
il no doubt will ciiTitain recommenda- 
tion-i for dealing with Moiigoliim Imiiii- 
'.'ratuin. The nature of tiheso i<. of 
course, not yet linown. The iirovincial 
government have 'been energetic and

I liad v.'ry little cliitbin:.- on to 
lirotcet nu' from tlu' pr(>ssure of I he awk- 
ward knot, and iis I v'^is raiscil up with 
a jerk I felt my ribs ^'ive way where the 
knot iiressed ;i-aiHst me.

Albert Meydenbauer. jr., aged 1,") 
years, whose h(une is in .Seatlk', display- 
ed a courage that is not often found in 
a small boy. Duriie,' the ti'rrilde jmi- 
mpiits of oxritement that fidlowed the 
collision young Meydenbauer's first 
thought was for the safely of bis mother. 
'A lifclioat was just about to h'ave the 
Walla "Walla, whicli w.as fast settliuL,' 
in tlic ocean, when the boy led his molli- 
er along the deck (o where the lifebnal 
was tossing on the swell 'bedew. The 
seaman in charge saw the mother and 
her brave sou and shouted that there 
was only room for one person. 

"Then take my mother, and I'll slay," 
shouted young .M I'vileiiba iier. The se.a- 
mi'ii iiiarveleil at his coui-age. and Ihey 
took 'Mrs. MeyiK'iibaner aboaril .-iiid h l't 
Albert to shift for hi^isidf. She waveil 
her son good-bye .'iiid then began crying' 
for his safi^y. After caring for " his 
niotlior young Meyileiibaner got on board 
a life raft and was piekeil >ip 1)y the 
•Dispatch. 

Jesse A. .Sell, of Aiigids Cimip, who

Hall, is suflerias from a ^leep scalp 
wound and nomerons "bniises. lie is un- 
abte to more.

last, bound for Crescent City. OH' I'oint 
Arena the steamer t^ighted the I''reiich 
bark, with her headgear gone, and niudi' 
for her to oiTer assistance. -V short dis- 
tance ofT to soa was the revi'uiie steami'r 
Hugh MeCuUoeh, heading for the'Tes- 
sol. The Acme got a lino fast to tin.' 
bark, and soon after the Hugh MeCul- 
loeh offered to assist, and a line from her 
was passed to th'J bowliits of the t^teain 
schooner. Then the two vcsciiiiig tos- 
sels, steaming in laiid--'m, with the dis- 
abled bark trailing behind, started on 
tlio^ long tow for San^Fraiicisco. 

■The Max bad not ccime out the colli- 
sion unseatlied. iler jibbooiii, that was 
made of hollow stool, was broken and 
twisted nnd tlio tip of it trailed. in the

Tlio 'Walla 'Walla was ob- 
served when she wa,"* more than a mile 
away, but ^vlioii it became evident that 
she was not giving the sdiUng vessel the 
right of way, .ai'cording to rule, it was 
too late to avoid a collisieu. 

Jspeakiiig of siibseqiu'iit events, Capt.

".VI lirst we thiiiiL,'ht our vessel would 
he so h.idh ila-.uaL.'cii ihat she would 
sink. We were then close in to the shore 
and much ncnver the 'breakers than we 
had anticipateil. Tho sli<ire wa:; on our 
lee, and willi our vessel's headgear gone, 
it was not safe for us let tlie vessel 
drift with the wind carrying us Inshore. 
'I'lieii the bows of the ve.--.-,el wi're stove 
in, iiiiil she was taking in water forward, 
but II bulkhead saved us from miioli dan- 
ger there, but nt the time we did not 
know it. 

"I'lider tho circnnist.Tiics we had all 
We cniiiil do to take care of ourselves, 
I.'iyliglil we had beaten well out lo- 




.Tohnson, of tlie Dispatidi, for his rescu- 
ing tho boat and liis care of them after- 
wards, that ho gave him !foO. .lohiison 
refused to accept tbe gift, saying he had 
only perfonnod his duty and one tliat 
every honest sailor would have dom- in 
a liiio case. But Miller was insistent, 
and finally pushed the money into the 
ea plains pocket when his Iback was 
turned.

'^Ir. Milh.-r. althinigh an elderly man. 
went down the rope into tho boat, while 
his wife was lowered. The boat wa 
overcrowded and in the reuudi seas it 
was necessary to const :i nt I \ li:\il out the 
water which was shi]i|ied. Mrs, CMiller 
accordiuL'Iy tool; a small box that was 
in the boat, ami for ne.irly all tie- tiiin- 
the boat was out kept bailing. Jlr. Mil- 
U'r used his cap to bail with, as did sev- 
eral others ill the boat. The extra cloth- 
ing which Mrs. Miller, with a tiaie \vom- 
an's instinct, had gathered nj), was a 
Hodseiid to several of the peojile in the 
boat. esiK'cially to Mrs. lOiIgar, wlio was 
scantily dad. In addition to that bun- 
dle of clothing, '^Irs. iMiller carried 
away with her a bag containing her jew- 
elr.v, some of which was a Christni.as 
present from her husband, Mr. .Miller 
also rcmentibcrcd his pncketbook, and its 
contents were distribntcd .gonerously 
among nil who had a hand in rcscuim;

That was the explanation of the col- 
lision given by the master of the 
l'"reiicli bark that on the morning of 
.lanuary 2 cra8hed~into tlie side of the 
steamer Walia Walla, off Cape Mendo- 
cino, and sciit bcr to the bottom with 
aliout 40 of Iior passCiigcrs and crew. 

The :^Ia.x was towed into port Sunday 
night and anchored off tho I'residin. Slip 
was taken in tow by tho sleam schooner 
Acme, which left this port on Tuesday

K.xporieiicos of Those looked Up liy the 
Steamer Nome City. 

San Francisco, .Tnn. 0. — Cecil iBrown, 
fourth ollber of the Walla Walla, -who 
was mie of the six picked up by the 
Xoiiie Cily. gives a i,'raphic account of 
their exiierieiices. He said: 

"\Vi' cert.'iiiily hail an e.xpcrii'ace that 
none of us will ev<>r forget. The raft on 
whicli we were drifting when the .Nome 
('it.v picked us up was only. an ordinary 
ship's raft. It; feet S(iuaro. It afforded 
lis absidiitcly no protection from the 
idid niu'lit wind nor from the waves 
•which f reiineiitl.v sw(>pt over us. Thi 
greatest Jiart of the time some iiortioii ,,f 
the raft was under wali'r. Onr clothes 
wei'i' ilreiiched, and ycsierda.v morning 
they wi're almost frozen stiff. 

"When the vessels collided tho pas- 
sengers aliiiiist ■without exception Avere 
asleep in their berths. In some instances 
we were compelled to use force to pull 
lliein out. As the Walla Walla was go- 
lowii a young wnmaii, whose name I 
lo not know, came to nie and aski'd for 
help. I .seized her in my arms and 
juinped overboard. I swum about for 
a conslderabli' time lookiiiir for a raft 
or boat on which to put her. .\ t last 
1 found a raft, but it was crowded, and 
I could only find room for the yoi 
uoni.in. I put her alioiird lunl then 
swam off to look for another raft or 
boat. I do not know whether she was 
re-cued or not. 

"I found another raft, but T should 
jiiil'.'c th.'it there were alrcinly over ".H 
people ciingiii:.' to it, 1 maiiagi'il to <-iitch 
lioM ;iii(| very soon afterwards allot Iht 
VII ft witii but n few people aboard came 
lloatiiig by, I'art fif the pcoiile fi'Uii 
the raft to which I was eliiiniiig went 
aboard this second raft. A. little whih' 
after we came in contact with a thii 1 
rafl, nnd again we put some of the po- 
p'w» from our raft aboard. 

'"niis loft but the six tnen who wcr-' 
rescued by the .Noiue City. Durfng tlie 
remainder of the morning we endeavor- 
ed to row toM'.ird the sliore, but our raft 
proved rather an unwioidy ntlair. The 
wiivi^ nnd wind wore ngiiin.st us nnd we 
w("'e nuahlo lo in.-iko any headway. 

"When the nno-iiing cleared wo wov 
still near I hi' scne of the wreck. A\'c 
could see the sl"ainer Dispatch iiboiil a 
mil" away, 'We iie.l two nf the oa>-; 
to^'eiher and tried lo si^-iial tin' boat, loii 
we failed. "We also saw several ollor 
rafts with jieople ;iboaril lloaling alioiil, 
ibii! we w>;-i' not within hailing distaii'' ' 
of them. Several times we jitteniiiled 
to iii-ojiel our raft lowjird Ihe shore, but 
our cfldrls failed, Itafts ninler oriliii,-iry 
coiiiliiiniis .'ire md made !•) li" row.l, 
and we were bailly exhausted from be- 
ing exposed to 1lie frosty morniii:: ail- 
after our iilnnge into the icy watei-s. ^\■e 
lin.'illy gave up trying lo row and allow- 
eij (iiir<e|ves lo drift, ill the hope of beiii^' 
I)i<'ked up by some jiassinir boat. We 
s,i\\- a niiniber of vessels j'assing during 
Ihe 'M hours that we were adrift, 'but 
none, uufnrt itiiat ely, haiipeacd to see us, 
"1 cannot describe how wi' suffei-ed 
from cidd. hunger and thirst. It is bad 
eiiiiiiudi lo lie exposed ill an open lioii!. 
bill on :i raft one has no inotert ion 
whatev<'r. We wi re drenched again .'ind 
airiiin by the waves that washed over lis. 
With all our hardships, however, I do 
not think that any of us gave up bojie. 
I know I would not have censed' to bopj 
for relief until doatlj itself ciitno." . 

Describing the «cenes as the Walla 
Walia was going down. Officer iBrown 
said: 

"I never saw such a panic. Men and 



women were running about tbe decks, 
wild with fright, and it ■was nlmosi im- 
liossible to get them to obey directions, 
Tlie wife of Erickson was running 
about' screaming for her husband, 1 
wns directing the loading and lowering 
of some of tho boats an.l 1 told her to 
get into one of them. 'T will not get in 
without my liusband," she cried. I tried 
to persuade her, but it was useless. So 
after a few niomeuts' delay I told In'.' 
abruptly that there were other iieople 
waiting for places in the boats and that 
she could go and look for her husband. 

"Tlu're -were other passengers who 
were just as hard to handle. I have 
been ill several shipwrecks, but 1 never 
s.nv iieopli' before who Were so oppose.! 
to being saved. They wanted to stay 
with lac ship to the last ininnte, and our 
efl'orts in gi'ttiiig llie bo. its loaded ami 
lowered accunliiigly nut with a great 
deal of dilliculty. 

"My iihice was in one of the boats, 
and but for the stU|iidity or knavery of 
a sailor 1 would have been there. 'Phis 
ieiat was Idwere'.l iiiid I ordereil the man 
in tho bow not to cast ofT until 1 gave 
the word. While I wis tiiisy helping 
liasseiigeis off. this sailor iiu-ihi'd off and 
left inc. I saw this lioiit after day;iirhl. 
She had eight iieo|)le alioard, and the 
sailiu- who had ilisolieyed my orders was 
directing her movements. They had 
rigged up a blanket for a sail and saileil 
by lis with a good wind at their backs. 
That sailor had the audacity to wave 
his hand to lis. lie would not take us 
aboard, nitboiiu'h there was iilenty of 
room for us in the boat. Ho sailed past 
as impudently as you please and left us 
to our fate out in the middle of tho 
ocean. If I over had murder in miy heart 
1 had it nt that moment." 

Itev. Henry Erickson. who was amniig 
tho six survivors brought to this ('ity by 
the steamer Nome, lies at St. Mary's 
hospital, a physical and almost a mental 
wreck. Flis wife nnd three children are 
among tlie dead and missing. The 'Erick- 
son family, excepting tho mother, wore 
SCI ond-elass passongors. When the 
crash came they were awakened and all 
t'ot on the ii|iper deck toijethor. !Mrs. 
Kricksou and the two younger children 
got separated fnun their father and 
elder lirotlier. What their fate was is 
not known, loil it is iiresuiiuMl tliey 
were drowm'il wlu'ii Ihe vessel wont 
ilown. I'h-ieksoii ami bis son clung to- 
getlii-r and were iiilchod iuto the water 
clear of the sinking steamer. 

They (lontcd nround for some, time and 
liiKilly were picked up by the life , raft 
on which were a number of tho ollicers 
of the AVall;i Walla. U ivas almost 
day'.ireak when they were found ami 
liii'j- were pulled on the light structui^e, 
but the hoy was too weak to stand the 
exiio-iiie, A few hours later he died in 
hi^ father's arms, and after the heart- 
broken parent had bowed, his head in 
slli'iit prayer over the corpse nf his son 
the body was coiisiu'lii'd to Ihe waves as 
tenderly as it -was pussible under the rir- 
cuinstaiices. 

.\fter the n„i,lv of the boy ha.l -me 
overboard the fnihiT bec'ime more and 
more di'spoiideiit . Di'spite the advice nf 
his c.inipaiiions, time and time au-ain he 
lilhd his li:iiids ■.'•iili ^v:lt(■r and dr:iiik it 
ilo'ivn. This added le his misei-y, and 
his eiimiiaiiioiis f.'ai^cd that he would be 
the next to siii'i limb. The sea W'ls riiii- 
inii- hiLdi and .I.isliip- over the rafl, bat 
all clun;: on t.'iiacionsly throu'_di the 
lonir hours of the ilav and the longer 
hours of the iiiL'-ht. They hoped atraiiist 
ho]ie iilllil the Xiiine Citv iiieki-d thi'iii 
up. The Uev. ,\rr, i'lrieksou was tip' 
lirst to be lifted aboard. He was n! 
once placed in bed and as cirefnlly tend- 
ed as circuniKtances would permit. It 
is thought be will recover from the ter- 
rible olTects of the exposure, unless ho 
siiociiii>lis under his grief, 

'M, C, Moon house, a sci.-oml-elass pas- 
senger, tells the following story: 

"1 was /i.sli'c]) wlii'U the aeeideni oc- 
curred, 'There was a iiiiiiiber of passen- 
gers in the second cabin, iiut all of them 
were ^Icepiliir on the ]iorl side excc|it 
two liiile girls, who were ill Ihe women's 
caliiii on the ntlier side, where tlie 'bark 
struck. I s.'i'v only one -of them afti>r 
tile shiji struck, and she was removed by 
one of the engineers and taken on deck. 
There was not much confusion and the 
olHcers wore soiui directing us to get in- 
to the boats. I wont down tho rope into 
•boat Xo, 7, -which was iu charge of tho

It was half an 
hour hefnre we got away, and we were 
then ,'10 hours at sea before i.-aching 
sliore. We had a terrible time. T'he sea 
was running high and wo capsized three 
times, I tliiiik. The lirst time was about 
nine jiiiantes to 12 o'olo- on Thursday. 
My watch stopped at l..at time, and so 
did the other watches. One man -was 
lost the€rtit time, and iu tbe other times 
live nwre were lost, so that only seven 
of tlie thirteen in the boat landed. We 
all had a hard time,. nnd I nerer want to 
go through it again.. One man ■who was 
lost was a good swimmer, but he was 
hurt, I think, or took a cramp in the cold 
water. 

"Wo wore well taken care of by the 
people at Trinidad, wlio gave us warm 
drinks and something to oat, as well as 
dry clothing and a place to sleep. AVo 
tiled; the stage to I'^iireka, where the 
company looked after us."

Heroic Efforts of Ijieut. Kottzsohman to 
Rescue Jlis Wife. 

I'^iireka. .Tan. I^aghl survivors of 
the wreck who landed iu the lioat at 
I'-ig LiiL'oiui ronelied this city yester- 
day. .\e.\t to the .boat that ianiled at 
'I'riiiidad the.v had the worst e.\|ierieiice 
of any. Tbv' worst s-tory is t.dd Hiy II, 
ICiittzsi'hnian, whose wife was the only 
woniaii in tlii' boat, and she was the 
niily one of the party who was lost. Slio 
was drowned in miiTcing tho binding, 
thoii:.'li her husband put forth heroic ef- 
forts to save Icr aii'I bai-ely esea)iod 
with his own life. ICidtzscliinan is an 
eugiiieer ill the rcveiiuo service. lie 
had been transferred to this coast from 
Tori land. ^.Me.. and was on bis way lO 
his new aiipoi nt nieiit nt Tacoiiia. The 
sir.iiii iijioii him had been so great that 
at the wharf this afternoon he could 
li.ii-illy talk and really gasped out his 

stol'y, 

"W'e were out hours," said ho, 
■'and all that tinii' I stood at the steering 
oar of the bo;it, .Ml in the b,iat w.'re 
passengers exi'ept .lohnsoii, who was a 
niessumii._ .'iiid K. Ale.vaiider, a co:il- 
pnssor. Xo <ino could give much assist- 
arico; I kept tho boat's head to the li(\ivy 
sea T\'hich was running. AVe were out 
all day Tiiursday and that night. The 
terror of the situation and the exjuisiiie 
iiiailo the men go insane. One of the 
ii.issonpei-s was threatening to slioot 
hiiiisolf. 

"Along Friday monilne the situation 
bi'i-iinie eritical. The men demauile<l 
Mint we attempt a landing t They sot 
tinea toning, and though it was ngain.it 
my .imlirniont wo striiok for the shore, 
.\ lii-e.ikei- carried us in and the boat 
came iliiwii with a tcrrilie rasp on the 
beai-li. instantly broached to and cap- 
sized. AVe were all thrown into the 
water. My wife v,as carried out by tlu' 
iiiiderlow a,i<l I went in after her. " The 
iie.xi wave threw us against the boat and 
separated us. 1 wont afler her again 
nnd caiiglit her, llmt the iie.xt wave 
slaiiiiiied me down so hard on the sand 
tli.it I was rendered partly iiiicimsci'His, 
AN'licii I recovered there was no sign of 
my wife. Not a one of tho others made 
any effort to help me in rescuing her," 
concluded Kottzschman, ■bitterly.
